NEW YORK, Dec. 22 (AP).—The 
story of how a young surgeon re- 
moved the elusive appendix of a 
bluejacket while a storm of hur- 
ricane proportions pummeled their 
destroyer into violent rolls was re- 
leased by the Navy today. 

Braced in a narrow space be- 
tween the ship’s sick bay operating 
table and work bench, the surgeon, 
31-year-old Lieut. (J. G.) Albert G. 
Roode of Donora, Pa., probed for 
nearly an hour before finding the 
appendix. 

The warship was coming back 
from Casablanca, just a month ago, 
when the condition of Second Class 
Seaman C. D. Vaughn, who en- 
listed at Birmingham, Ala., became 
grave. Roode said the barometer 
was at hurricane level when sur- 
gery became imperative. He re- 
ported: 

“. « « Capt. Nickerson (Lieut. 
Com. Roger B. Nickerson) set the 
ship on as steady a course as pos- 
sible to give the least amount of 
jolting and rolling. 

“Giving the spinal anesthetic was 
a delicate job, but we were able 
to do it successfully, principally 
because of an arrangement made 
by Capt. Nickerson. He stationed 
a talker on the bridge and one 
just outside the sick bay and I 
was warned all through the opera- 
tion each time there was to be a 
bad jolt. That enabled me to avoid | 
any dangerous slip with the in- 
struments, 

“I made an incision, about three 
and a half to four inches, and 
started probing. Let me tell you, 
I sweated blood for the next three- 
quarters of an hour looking for 
that appendix. 

“Incidentally, the spinal anes- 
thetic started to wear off then and 
I had to administer ether.” 

He said the appendix would have 
ruptured within 24 hours, adding: 

“Vaughn came through nicely.” 

The destroyer arrived at an East 
Coast port and Vaughn was “put 
ashore to be treated for a sinus

The increasing tempo of* Nazi 
resistance in the middle Don was 
expected once the Axis troops had 
found a place where they could 
attempt a stand on a fixed line. 
The midday communique ac- 
knowledged strong defense at the 
large populated place, saying that 
Russian engineers removed more 
than 2000 German mines before 
the main force struck at the town, 
“In the fighting for this place 
about 400 Hitlerites were killed 
and 98 taken prisoner,” the com- 
muniqué said. It listed more than 
100 trucks as well as guns, ammu- 
nition and food captured by the 
column striking down the Moscow- 
Voronezh-Rostov railroad, far with- 
in the loop of the Don.

CHANGED RULE LETS LANDLORD 
EVICT IN CERTAIN CASES

OF TIRE INSPECTION DEADLINE 


Owners of passenger cars and 
trucks were urged today by Wil- 
liam H. Bryan, State rationing of- 
ficer, to have their tires inspected 
as soon as possible to prevent last- 
minute delay and congestion in the 
inspections, which are required 
under rationing regulations. 

Deadline for passenger car tire 
inspections is Jan. 31, for trucks, 
Jan. 15. There are approximately 
700 stations in the city and 250 in 
the county, each identified by a 
sign as a Government tire inspec- 
tion depot, where the check may 
be made, Bryan said. 

Fee for inspection of all five 
tires of a passenger vehicle when 
none is removed is 25 cents.

sion by James F. Byrnes, Director 
of Economic Stabilization. 

The Office of Price Administra- 
tion announced meanwhile that re- 
tail food ceiling prices will be 
standardized according to the type 
of store, beginning next month. 

The move, designed to simplify 
price regulations, may result in 
numerous price changes, but on 
the whole is expected to leave: the 
average family’s grocery bill at 
about its present level. 

Under the present system, each 
store has its own set of prices, 
based usually on the highest price 
charged by the particular store 
last March. 

Store Classifications. 


The new plan calls for grouping 
stores as indepéndents, chain 
stores, and supermarkets, and giv- 
ing each group of stores, in the 
same community, the same ceiling 
prices. 

The standard prices will be of 
two types—either fixed dollar and 
cents, or percentage markup. 

The “dollar and cents” price will 
be, for instance, 10 cents a pound, 


15 cents a can, or 18 cents a pack- | 


age. Meat and soap will be the 
first items on this basis. 


Under the markup system, a 
grocer will find his maximum price 
by adding to the wholesale price 
a fixed percentage to cover retail 
costs and profits. Thus, a can of 
beans selling at wholesale for 10 
cents would be priced in a retail 
store allowed a 10 per cent markup 
at 11 cents. Seasonal articles, par-

However, 
any store can charge less than the 
ceiling price and can meet or un- 
dercut its competition if it chooses. 

This plan is being worked out 
at present only for food stores. 
However, OPA Administrator Leon 
Henderson said “a number of steps 
toward simplification, especially in 
the field of small business, are 
presently under way in other retail 
fields.” 


To Reduce Reports. 


Henderson said that the new 
food price regulations would cut 
out a lot of reports, other paper 
work and confusion for the indi- 
vidual storekeeper. 


He said: “The new program will 
be designed so far as possible to 
hold retail food prices at existing 
levels, although increases which 
took place prior to September still 

being reflected through to the 
retail stores. However, the shift 
to the new method of control will 
involve price changes. Some stores 
which have high margins on cer- 
tain items will come out with low- 
er ceilings, while others with ex- 
ceptional low margins within the 
same class will be allowed to in- 
crease their prices. 

“The margins in all cases will 
be such that the reasonably effi- 
cient store in a given classification 
can operate satisfactorily.” :

I take a very special pride in the 
heroism of Sergt. Bottcher. And I hope 
that Murlin Spencer’s story about him 
was read by every vilifier of the Span- 
ish-Republican cause, and especially by 
those people (some of them, I am 
ashamed to say, still in official places) 
who persist in discrimination and sus- 
picion against former members of the 
Lincoln Brigade, and against other 
honest anti-Fascist German and Italian 
refugees.

IN ARKANSAS: BUSINESS AS USUAL. 

A fight to the finish is being waged these days 
between public power producers and a group of pri- 
vately controlled utilitx companies for the privilege 
of supplying electricity to the big aluminum plant 
which the Federal Defense Plant Corporation has 

Reduced to its simplest terms, it is a fight between 
those who would supply power at a close to bedrock 
price and those who would mhke a handsome profit 
not only on the power they produce, but also on that 


which they would buy from public sources. 


It is this last fact which must make the position 
of the 10 utility firms, banded together under the 
name of the Southwest Power Pool, seem indefensi- 
ble. Their interest is largely a speculative one. If 
they had actually been able to produce power enough 
to meet the needs of the new plant, few objections 
could have been raised against their offer, except 
perhaps in the matter of price. 

But the plain fact of the matter is that there was 
not at that time—and there is not now—power 
enough being generated in the whole State of Ar- 
kansas to ‘fill the need. The private companies could 
have supplied the full requirement only through 
outside purchases. And they sought to make such 
purchases at a “dump” rate from the Grand River 
Dam, a Government-sponsored generating project, 
near Vinita, Ok. . 

As has been pointed out in the day-to-day reports 
on the Federal Power Commission’s hearings on 
this case by a staff correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch, the Government took over this project 
when the operating authority defaulted on its Fed- 
eral loan. Since then, the Ark-La Electric Co- 
operative, an REA-sponsored group, has obtained 
a contract to supply 32,500 kilowatts, largely from 
Grand River, at a price of 5.97 mflls per kilowatt 
hour. The private pool got a contract for 65,000 kilo- 
watts at a little more than 9 mills per kilowatt 
hour. This was subsequently reduced to about & 
mills, 

An extremely interggting incidental development 
was the refusal of the Arkansas Department of Pub- 
lic Utilities to grant Ark-La permission to build a 
transmission line to thig vital war plant until the 
full pressure of the Federal Government was brought 
into play. 

While the facts so far disclosed seem to build up 
into a shocking picture of utilities trying to do 
business as usual—rather, better than usual—even 
in connection with the war effort, there is also a 
deeper significance to the fight. 4 potential abun- 
dance of cheap power (which the new plant is pre- 
paring to develop for itself) indicates the possibili- 
ties of the area not only as a producer of aluminum, 
which is as useful in peacetime as during war, but 
as a center of other industries... Some experts be- 
lieve its potentialities are far greater than those 
of the Tennessee Valley—and that calls up a vision 
of dividends worth fighting for. : 

Had the utilities taken the lead in the develop- 
ment of this bonanza, there would be little quarrel 
with them, but when they try to collect on public 
power, on an investment which they never made, 
the story is a different one.

and a half years longer. Last August, Senator Hattie 
Caraway said the war would last.10 years.

by Nazi raiders’ attacks on almost every convoy! 
Fortunately, charges of such contemptible practices 
by war plant managements are rare. That is all the 
more reason for imposing the limit in amy cases 
where guilt is proved. The maximum is assuredly 
mild: 10 years’ imprisonment and a $10,000 fine for 
presenting false claims. In other countries, the pen- 
alty for an infamous fraud of this kind is shooting. 
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THE REDISTRICTING ISSUE IS NOT DEAD. 

Alderman Albanese is quoted as saying that he 
does not think another redistricting bill will be 
passed in this session of the board or the next. 

We hope that Mr. Albanese is speaking only for 
himself and that even he will change his mind. 
The Aldermen got into their present jam by failing 
to buckle down early enough to the job of working 
out an acceptable redistricting. Thanks to their dil- 
ly-dallying, Mayor Becker and his Republican major- 
ity in the board cannot place a redistricting in ef- 
fect for the approaching municipal election. 

If the board now puts the issue on the shelf, 
it soon will find that time has again slipped away 
and that another city election is approaching with- 
out solution to the problem. There is another rea- 
son for going ahead now—a practical political reason. 
The longer the new Republican Aldermen serve in 
the old wards, the more fixed they will become in 
them. Thus, the longer redistricting is delayed, 
the more disruptive of new political organizations 
and attachments it will be. when it does come. ; 

The next move should be, not indefinite postpone- 
ment, but a firm new grip on the issue with a de- 
termination to solve it in accordance with the terms 
of the City Charter, Mayor Becker’s veto message, 
which will be forthcoming in a few days, may be 
expected to point the way to a sound, nbdn-political 
solution. ‘ 

Meantime, board members should not fall into 
the habit of thinking that the issue is dead. If that 
idea seems to be taking hold among them, it will be 
up to the people of St. Louis, who want the gross 
disparities reduced as soon ag possible, to show the 
Aldermen how wrong they are.

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COMPULSORY SAVING STILL A NEED. 

The record of the Victory loan drive thus far in 
December is really something. More than 10 billion 
dollars’ worth of bonds have already been subscribed 
and another billion is expected by the end of the 
month. The outpouring of funds is so great that 
Secretary of the Treasury Morgenthau has raised his 
original goal of nine billions for December to 11 
billions. The prospect ig that he will not be dis- 
appointed. 

But while we rejoice over a voluntary financial 
operation which surpasses by more than two bil- 
lions even that of the Fourth Liberty Loan of 1918, 
we will do well to keep in mind that voluntary bond 
purchases will not, in all probability, prove adequate 
as time passes and the costs of the war mount. After 
we have done what we will on a voluntary basis, 
we doubtless will need to turn to compulsory savings 
for the remainder of the war period. \ 

A compulsory saving program would serve two 
sound ends. One would be that which we have 
just mentioned—raising funds for prosecution of the 
war. The second end, equally important, would be 
to provide a check against inflation. For if wage- 
earners are restrained from buying luxuries and 
other things which they do not need, the tendency to 
push up prices will be controlled and our whole 
economic system will be the safer for it. — — 

Some persons will object to a compulsory saving 
program, but the great majority will, we believe, 
strongly favor it in a reasonable form, They will 
recognize both its necessity and its convenience, and 
unless we are greatly mistaken, will welcome it for 
what it is worth. Anyone who has serious doubts 
need only talk to those who will be paying an income 
tax for the first time in 1943. In this group, the re- 
mark is common that it would be a good idea to have 
withdrawals.at the source to set aside sums regular- 
ly toward the payment of the Federal income tax. 

The fine showing of the Victory loan drive is all 
to the good, but it does not eliminate the need of 
planning for compulsory savings. 
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One reason for all the Christmas mailing may be

Now that WPA is 
passing away, having in a great measure 
served its purpose, it is only fair to the 
thousands of our citizens who were em- 
ployed by WPA when private employment 
had nothing to offer, that we recognize the 
human values that have been gained.

SMASHING SALVOS 


Sharpshooting Gunners 
on San Francisco Also 
Made Quick Work of 
Three Other Vessels, 
-Officer Relates, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22 (AP).— 
Battling against heavy odds, sharp- 
shooting gunners on the cruiser 
San Francisco knocked a Japanese 
battleship out of action seg Be 
four salvos and sank an 
cruiser with 11 more in the night 
sea battle off Guadalcanal Island 
in the Solomons last — 

The San Francisco, 
flagship in the fight, also po ewe 
Japanese destroyers—one as the 
San Francisco Hmped away from 
the battle—and damaged a light 
cruiser, which later was sent down. 

This account of naval marks- 
manship was related by First 
Lieut. Robert W. Rynerson, 22 
years old, of Washington, com- 
mander of a Marine antiaircraft 
unit on the San Francisco, at a 
Navy Department press confer- 
ence yesterday. His story was one 
of the most comprehensive told 
so far of the exploits of the heavy 
cruiser. 

Island Nicknamed “Salvo.” 

As has been previously told, the 
American task force led by the 
San Francisco surprised three Jap- 
anese columns, totaling at least 15 
warships, approaching Guadalcanal 
from the north around Savo Island, 
which Rynerson said has become 
known among American naval men 
as “Salvo” Island because it has 
been the scene of so much fighting. 

To the west of Savo was a light 
Japanese screening force and to 
the east were a column led by two 
battleships and another column of 
heavy cruisers. These latter two 
columns were about 5000 yards 
apart and the American task force 
coming up from the southeast 
moved in between them. 

“We were trying to go in as far 
as we could,” Rynerson said. 
“Pretty soon we were illuminated 

wby the searchlights of a Japanese- 
heavy cruiser and immediately we 
opened fire. We fired 11 salvos at 
the cruiser and hit it with nine be- 
fore it could get any more than 
one or maybe two guns into action. 
The cruiser rolled over and sank.” 
Japanese Hit Own Ships. 

As soon as the shooting started 
a “regular melee” developed, Ry- 
nerson related, and the American 
strategy of going between the two 
columns worked out as expected 
because the shots which the Jap- 
anese fired over the American ves- 
sels hit their own ships on the 
other side. 

A few minutes after the fighting 
began, the San Francisco began a 
turn to the west and the Japanese 
also swung to the west, toward 
Savo Island. At that time the 
battleship was spotted by Lieut. 
Com. William Willbourn, San Fran- 
cisco gunnery officer. The battle- 
ship began firing on the San Fran- 
cisco with its 14-inch guns and the 
cruiser opened up with 8-inch guns. 
The two ships closed to 1500 
yards. 

“We hit them with four full 
salvos,” Rynerson said, “and they 
quit firing. The next day our 
planes saw the battleship still be- 
side the island, sometimes getting 
up two or three-knot speed and 
sometimes dead in he water. She 
finally went down, either sunk or 
scuttled.” 

The battleship, while failing to 
sink or even halt the San Fran- 
cisco, did land one or two hits with 
its big guns. It was as a result 
.of this that the task force com- 
mander, Rear Admiral Daniel J. 
Callaghan, and Capt. Cassin Young, 
commander of the cruiser, were 
killed. 

By this time, Rynerson said, the 
confusion in the battle was so 
great that “it’s hard to give any 
-idea of how bad it was. I remem- 
ber thinking that nobody would 
ever figure out just what hap- 
pened.” 

The wounded San Francisco 
turned away from the battle area 
and started for safer waters. How- 
ever; a Japan ‘se destroyer crossed 
its bow so closely that it had to 
make a sharp, emergency turn to 
avoid collision. 

The destroyer opened fire at 300 
yards, too close for the San Fran- 
cisco’s main batteries to be brought 
to bear. A gun captain named 
McCullough solved the problem by 
sighting along the barrel of a five- 
inch gun and firing so accurately 
that he hit either the destroyer’s 
torpedo tubes or depth charges, 
because on the fourth shot it blew 
up and disappeared. 

The encounter with the battle- 
ship and the destroyer stood out 
most clearly in the San Francisco’s 
experience, Rynerson said. _ Al- 
though the American cruiser also 
sank another destroyer and severe- 
ly damaged a light cruiser, which 
also was eventually sunk, Ryner- 
son said one of the things he re- 
members most vividly was the ex- 
plosion of an enemy light cruiser. 

Gas, Smoke Rise 5000 Feet. 
“There were clouds at about 

5000 feet,” he related, “and you 
eould see the incandescent gas go 
up to the clouds and on into them. 
The battle seemed to stop and 
everybody watched that sight. The 
column of gas was red, with smoke 
mixed in it. The whole ship 
seemed to have gone up at once. 
It was quite effective and I don’t 
want to see it again.”

Just in case you've forgotten, the 
new Victory Tax becomes effective 
Jan. 1, and from then on your 
weekly pay checks will be a con- 
tinuing reminder that something 
new has been deducted. 

As its Christmas present to the 
taxpayers, the House of Repre- 
sentatives has issued a series of 
questions and answers intended to 
advise the public on the new levy. 

Here they are, as prepared by 
Representative Daniel A. Red, New 
York Republican and , approved by 
the House: 

Q.: What is the so-called Vic- 
tory Tax? 

A.: It is a new type of individual 
income tax, which is imposed in 
addition to the regular income tax. 

Q.: What is the rate of tax? | 

A.: Five per cent of the income 
in excess of $12 per week or $624 
annually. 

Q.: Does the $624 exemption 
apply to both married and single 
persons? 

A.: Yes; allowance for the mar- 
ried status is provided under the 
postwar credit whith is allowed, 
the amount being larger for mar- 
ried persons than for single 
persons. 

Q.: Does the 5 per cent rate 
apply to the entire income if it is 
greater than $624 per annum? 

A.: No; only to the amount in 
excess of $624. 

Credits and Allowances. 

Q.: Is allowance made for inter- 
est payments, charitable deduc- 
tions, and so forth, as is the case 
under the regular income tax? 

A.: Not in the case of wages and 
salaries. These deductions are al- 
lowed if incurred in carrying on a 
trade or business. An individual 
who is in business can also deduct 
other business expenses, including 
the cost of goods sold. In other 
words, the tax applies to the gross 
income in the case of wages and 
salaries, and to the net income of 
the individual’s trade or business. 

Q.: What is the post war credit 
which is allowed in connection 
with the Victory Tax? 

A.: Single persons are allowed 4 
credit of 25 per cent of the amount 
of their Victory Tax, and married 
persons a credit of 40 per cent, 
plus 2 per cent for each depend- 
ent. In no case, however, can the 
credit exceed $500 in the case of a 
single person, $1000 in the case of 
a married person, or $100 for each 
dependent. 

Q: Does a person have to wait 
until after the war to get the post- 
war credit? 

A: No; it may be used currently, 
at the option of the taxpayer, as a 
deduction for life insurance pre- 
miums paid, for amounts paid on 
outstanding indebtedness or for 
amounts invested in war bonds. 
For example, if a married person’s 
Victory Tax amounted to $100, he 
could reduce his liability by 40 
per cent, or $40, if he had paid out 
that much or more during the year 
for life insurance premiums, mort- 
gage payments, or war bond pur- 
chases. Thus his net Victory Tax 
liability would be $60. However, 
if he chose, or if he had made no 
such payments during the year, he 
would pay the full amount of the 
Victory Tax, and thereby become 
entitled to receive, after the cessa- 
tion of hostilities, a postwar credit 
of $40 for the year. If only part 
of the Victory Tax credit is used 
currently, the balance is refundable 
after the war. 

Offsets and Refunds. 

Q: How is the postwar credit 
payable? 

A: It will be allowed as an offset 
against any taxes due from the 
taxpayer after the cessation of hos- 
tilities. Any balance will be re- 
funded to the taxpayer immedi- 
ately. 

Q: Does the taxpayer have to 
file a separate return in connec- 
tion with the Victory Tax? 

A: No; it will be computed on 
the regular income tax return. 

Q: How is the Victory Tax paid? 

A: It is deducted automatically 
from your salary by your employ- 
er, under a withholding provision.

ISSUING B AND C GASOLINE 
BOOKS IN EAST IS SUSPENDED 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22 (AP).—

To Attack ‘Fortresses’ in F light 


Some Enemy Fighters Engage Big Planes

~ SOMEWHERE IN AUSTRALIA, 
Dec. 22. (AP).—Allied Air Force 


jheadquarters disclosed today that 
‘tthe Japanese have been using 
‘perial bombs in combats with 
United States Flying Fortresses in 
‘an effort to overcome the big 
-bombers’ superior firepower. 

Lieut. Gen. George C. Kenney, 
commander of Allied Air Forces in 
the Southwest Pacific, said two 
Buch incidents had been reported 
recently, both unsuccessful. 

The Japanese made use of the 
aerial bombs for the first time 
against a Flying Fortress engaged 
On a reconnaissance mission in 
the Buin-Faisi area of the Solo- 
mons, Kenney said. 

Seven Japanese fighters  at- 
tacked the bomber in two V forma- 
tions. While three of the fighters 
flew parallel with the Fortress the 
others climbed about 1000 feet 
above and then loosed bombs 
which the American flyers said 


burst and fell “in.a streamer ef- 
fect, with small red fires at the 
ends.” 

With the last explosion the three 
fighters at the side closed in. on 
the Fortress and opened fire. Then 
they climbed while the other four 
dropped down parallel with the 
bomber and the performance was 
repeated, 

The fight lasted 40 minutes. One 
Japanese fighter was reported de- 
stroyed, one possibly destroyed and 
one damaged. The Fortress fired 
a thousand rounds of ammunition 
and escaped damage, 

The Japanese used the aerial 
bombs on another occasion against 
Liberator B-24s along the New 
Guinea coast with equally poor re- 
sults. One Zero was shot down in 
this engagement. 


This Japanese e tactic of combat- 
ing Fortresses first was reported 
in an Associated Press dispatch 
Oct, 28, whith quoted flyers who 
had been attacked in the Solomons.

procedure.

N. Key of 80 patients over 60 years 
of age it was found that nearly 
any type of, operation could be 
done on patients at these ages with 
impunity. The elderly patients 
were operated on for thyroid 
gland disease, gallbladder disease, 
intestinal obstruction, hernia and 
various forms of new growth of 
nearly every organ in the body. 

The total number of deaths in 
this entire group of patients was 
only six—a percentage of 7.2. It 
is really astonishing to consider 
that removal of the thyroid gland 
was performed in 19 cases and that 
the average stay in the hospital 
after operation was only 10 days. 
In 15 cases of hernia the average 
age of the patients was nearly 70 
years. Gallbladder disease is a 
fairly safe operation in elderly peo- 
ple, but appendicitis seems to be 
extremely dangerous.

WHEN IT WAS considered that 
these patients naturally had vari- 
ous kinds of complications such as 
high blood pressure, weak heart, 
kidney damage, the record is a 
very remarkable one. 


One important factor of the 
treatment consists in a very care- 
ful consideration of the patient’s 
psychology. They should be very 
gradually inducted into the hos- 
pital routine for several days in 
order to become accustomed to the 
change in living habits. 

It is foolish to attempt to 
change an elderly person’s routine 
habits in a hurry and success in 
procedures of this kind depends 
upon catering to his whims regard- 
ing alcohol, smoking and clothing. 
They should also be watched care- 
fully in regard to diet—particular- 
ly to see that they get enough 
drinking water and are not de- 
hydrated. Special attention should 
be given to oral hygiene, skin 
troubles or dny disability which 
exists,

ROM the time she was a little 
F girl, Jennie had always want- 

ed to be a nurse. But infantile 
paralysis had robbed her of the 
“able-bodied” status required by all 
nursing schools. Her right leg 
was very thin and a little shorter 
than the left. 

Then one day Jennie told her 
troubles to a representative of the 
Red Cross Vocational Counselling 
Service. In a voice flat with dis- 
appointment, she said: 

“I longed to wear white, to help 
people who were sick or in pain. 
I can’t, of course...” 

Yes, she could type a little, but 
not well enough to do office work, 
There wasn’t anything’ else she 
cared to do. What about labora- 
tory work? Well... 

Jennie visited her Red Cross 
counsellor many times before they 
really felt they knew each other. 
Without asking obvious questions, 
the counsellor learned her. back- 
ground and _ personality, going 
through the subtle procedure of 
separating real from fancied vo- 
cational interests. 

Meanwhile Jennie read about oth- 
er occupations in the counselling 
service library and decided she 
might like laboratory work after 
all, | 

A job in a 10-cent store helped 
furnish funds for her start in 
laboratory training. Not long after, 
her counsellor heard of an oppor- 
tunity for a high school graduate 
to train for physiotherapy at St. 
Luke’s Hospital, with a salary of 
$80 a month while training. 

Jennie is wearing white, now, 
learning to “help people who are 
sick and in pain.” : 

Jennie’s case is just one of the 
6134 handled by the counselling 
service in the first 11 months of 
1942. For instance: 

John T. West Jr. had two prob- 
lems. 

“I am very hard of hearing,” he 
explained, “and I have been blind 
in. one eye since I was four months 
old. Still, there ought to be some- 
thing I could do in the war effort, 
and at the same time learn a trade 
by which I could always have 
steady employment, I know I'm 


able to work, but so few employers 
will take a chance on me.” 

The counsellor checked with his 
past employers on jobs that he had 
really liked, applying the principle 
that work an individual has not 
been well adapted to can’t possibly 
bring out the best in him. John 
spent the usual eight hours with 
the staff psychologist, being tested 
for special aptitudes. Finally—

anyone with physical deficiencies. 
Gradually the Vocational Counsel- 
ling Service managed to convince 
many employers that such people 
could be given responsibility, not 
out of charity, but because they 
were eager, good workers, depend- 
able, . 

At first the service placed those 
not visibly handicapped—those with 
heart ailments, eye ailments, par- 
tial deafness. They kept them- 
selves aware, in those experimental 
years from 1925 to 1929, of two 
obligations: one to the person who 
sought work, and whose abilities, 
interests ahd vocational limitations 
must be carefully estimated; an- 
other to employers, sending them 


only those who could compete, 
through special training and adap- 
tability, with the able-bodied. 

“If we hope to help, we must not 
be shortsighted,” Miss Julia Als- 
berg, capable director of Counsel- 
ling Service, remembers reminding 
herself often throughout the 14 
years she has held that post, build- 
ing the department from a small, 
way-feeling staff to its present 
strength of seven counsellors, a 
psychologist, a consulting psychia- 
trist and four clerical workers.

ROM 1925 to 1929, many who 
F sought counseling service were 

not employable, but could be 
made so with vocational training. 
Missouri was one of four states not 
co-operating with the national pro- 
gram for vocational rehabilitation, 
and the local Federal rehabilita- 
tion agent and national chairman 
requested St. Louis Community 
Fund to demonstrate to the State 
that vocational training was eco- 
nomically sound, 

Red Cross, already equipped for 
that work and with its own service 
well-established, was voted an extra 
$5000 from the Community Fund, 
matched by another $5000 from the 
Federal Bureau of Rehabilitation.

N the early teens, the figure be- 
gins to change from the angles 
of childhood to the rounded 
curves of the grown young lady. 
At this age, plumpness is very 
common but this fat is desirable as 
health insurance. The young girl 
should be well-nourished so that 
she can better resist, and build 
immunity to, 
nesses. It is safer for her to be 
somewhat overweight rather than 
underweight. Much of that youth- 
ful roundness usually disappears 
as the young girl grows older. 
But now and then a young girl 
decides that she’s too fat and she 


puts herself on a diet. Much of. 


the time she doesn’t need to, and 
if she does, her diet should be su- 
pervised by a physician. Unsuper- 
vised dieting, especially by youngs- 
ters, is dangerous. 

Nor should a young girl embark 
upon a reducing regime without 
her mother’s consent and co-op- 
eration. And Mother should not 
sit back complacently when her 
young daughter is fat. There 
should be a medical examination

to determine the cause of her ex- 
cessive plumpness, to investigate 
the activity of her glands. The 
physician may put her on a special 
diet, as strict as her case warrants; 
he may give needed medication or 
prescribe other measures, 

The girl who is only a little 
plumper than average, may not. 
have to go on a reducing diet. Her 
“dieting” may need to. consist only 
of cutting out between-mgal candy 
and sodas, eating meals on time 


and substituting fruit for rich des- 
serts. 


It is important not to starve 
oneself in a misguided effort to 
reduce, but to eat all of the foods 
containing the necessary vitamins, 
minerals, proteins and other food 
elements for best health. These 
foods should be in every normal 
diet every day: Orange juice, one 


egg, at least two slices of whole 


wheat or enriched bread, whole 
grain cereal; at least two chips of 
butter daily; one pint of milk for 
adults, a quart for teenagers; one 
green leafy vegetable and one 
other green or yellow vegetable; 
meat and fresh fruits. 


Some young girls can get rid of 
their plumpness by becoming a 
little more active—by going in for 
outdoor games and sports; roller 
skating, walking, bicycling, But ex- 
ercise as an aid to reducing is 
often overdone by young girls; ex- 
ercise alone will not cause the loss 
of much weight. If there is a 
moderate amount of outdoor games

now of Hadley Technical School, 
and others eager to demonstrate 
the practicality of the project. 

State Superintendent of Schools 
C. A. Lee checked often on their 
findings, was particularly interest- 
ed in those of English O’Connor, J. 
C. Penney Company warehouse 
manager, who has employed many 
of the Service’s handicapped 
clients. A comparison of those he 
had accepted from Red Cross, over 
a period of five years, with able- 
bodied workers hired in the same 
period, revealed that the handi- 
capped could often produce more, 
that they were seldom late to work, 
that they lost no more days of 
work, that they were not frozen on 
their jobs but could receive promo- 
tions, and that in some jobs, deaf- 
ness could prove an advantage. 

In 1935, the legislature passed 
the appropriation for vocational 
rehabilitation and the program 
was made state-wide, the State and 
Federal Governments sharing 
equally in appropriating $10,000 
for counseling service. In 1936 
these funds were part of the train- 
ing program. In 1937 Red Cross was 
allotted funds to employ a psy- 
chologist and experiment with in- 
telligence, aptitude and academic 
tests do determine their impor- 
tance in fitting an individual into 
vocational usefulness. 

Also in 1935, community -social 
agencies, especially those dealing 
with children, began to ask that 
the able-bodied who were not ad- 
justed to their environments, as 
well as the handicapped, be in- 
cluded in the Vocational Counsel- 
ling program. For the next three 
years, however, United Charities 
failed to meet their quota, but in 
1938 the other agencies took a vol- 
untary cut in their appropriations 
that Red Cross might be given ad- 
ditional funds to ex the serv- 
ice to include anyone the com- 
munity who needed special help in 
finding or training for a job. 

Of the 6134 cases handled this 
years, some 347 were handicapped 
by fective vision, deafness, am- 
putaffons, partial paralysis, other 
orthopedic problems of rehabilita- 
tion. Over 100 were arrested tu- 
berculosis cases, many from Koch 
Hospital, where the Service begins 
its counselling six months before 
patients are to be discharged, work- 
ing closely with Miss Etta Hark- 
ness,. director of occupational ther- 
apy, and with Dr. Kettelkamp, who 
finds that preparation for a return 
to the business world often hastens 
a patient’s cure. Counselling at 
Elias Michael School also begins in 
advance of adjustment to the work- 
ing world, with guidance given 
from the time students reach the 
eighth grade.
